“Where one excels in originality, 
another is better in sincerity,” wrote 
Dr. Adams of the University of Ne- 
vada, | “So many of them are excel- 
lent, it is. difficult to pick the really 
very best. ‘G’ (Jessie Wade) has sin- 
cerity and interest, is written directly 
to the point and is usable in the lives 
of men. ‘H’ (Chas. Sullivan) covers 
the. field very well. ‘B’ (D. 8. Riggs) 
is probably the most original. ‘TV 
(Wm. Christian) comes from real ex- 
perience and is worthy of careful con- 
sideration.”

AT new highways and -streets 
be located at-least 350 feet from 
railroad rights of way in -order 

to insure proper. transportation facili- 
ties to potential industrial property is 
the -recommendation contained in a 
resolution passed by the Industrial 
Committee of the California Develop- 
ment Association at the recent con- 
vention of ‘that organization. 

The resolution was accepted :by ‘the 
board .of directors of ‘the ‘association 
and full consideration of it was voted 
by that body. The resolution follows: 

WHEREAS, it is becoming. increas- 
ingly difficult’ for railrdads in this 
State to secure permission ‘of regula-° 
tory bodies to construct tracks across 
streets and highways to serve prop- 
erty adjacent thereto, and 

WHEREAS, many highways are lo- 
cated on one or both sides of railroad 
rights of way and adjoining the same, 


and 

WHEREAS, the development of in- 
dustry in this State is dependent upon 
easy -access to railway facilities and 
shutting off of present and prospec- 
tive industrial property from railway 
service is detrimental to industrial de- 
velopment of the State, therefore 

BE IT RESOLVED that an investi- 
gation be made on the possibilities of 
having ‘all new streets, roads and 
highways paralleling railroads in Cali- 
fornia constructed at a distance of at 
least 350 feet from railroad rights of 
way, to safeguard the industrial fu- 
ture of California by the conservation 
of industrial sites. 

In support of the resolution it was 
contended that the industrial develop- 
ment of the Pacific Coast is threatened 
in that prohibitions against the con- 
struction of spur tracks across inter- 
vening highways form a barrier 
against industrial progress by deny- 
ing vital transportation facilities. 

It was pointed out that in the small 
percentage of cases where construc- 
tion of spur tracks is permitted, the 
use of them is so limited as to hamper 
and cripple the industries affected by 
confining railroad activities to.a few 
hours out of the twenty-four. 

From the standpoint of real estate 
values, it was contended that indus- 
trial sites depreciate when the possi- 
bility of adequate transportation fa- 
cilities is denied. Highways that cut 
off industries from the railroads 
greatly discount the industrial future 
of the communities through which they 
pass, it was said. 

‘In. recommending that new high- 
ways and streets be located at least 
350 feet from railroad rights of way, 
it was pointed out that the construc- 
tion of new industrial plants served 
by industrial spur tracks would be 
expedited,
